And 
asthe diess there, however rch aad costly, tue 
and shulfully arranged, does not make ahving man, 
no more do the observance of scbgion, attendanco 
at church, going to the communion, elosot praycr, 
famuly workup, the dauly reading of Goil's word, 
make & religious man—s hving Chrrvtian.

1 often, contrary to atl fair history, amocited 
with the real repruscntatives of that form of 
chinch aud theologieal thought He had no doubt 
a mout compart and very decided crud, in wluch 
he and Dr Yule were ono, and was very jealous of 
* non enventialy ? He was not one of thowo who 
sean to tink that the Gospels and Epistles ait 
mere mysteries, that an honest man cannot dis 
cover what Christ and his apostlos meant to teach , 
nor did they suppose church history to be so dark 
‘that no one could chacovor what the Church asa 
‘whole had bebeved in for eightoou centares But 
he so far differed from Dr Yule, that his very

‘How different trom the spirit of » sordid age, 
which, as if there were no worthiness in genins, or 
sense, or bravery, or virtus, or grace, valuea man by 
his money ; and speaking of what he is worth, takes 
into acconnt nothing but his wealth! ‘There are 
some, too many, in whose eyee money, like charity, 
covereth s multituile of ains ; and who would esteom, 
‘a ynece of gilded ir more highly than odorous and, 
impernbable codar, or markle that vies with driven 
snow, But the poverty which incurs their oon 
tempt domenns no onein thesightof God. He ia no 
respecter of porsons. At bis height, all ranks

Jamon aske—My beloved brethren, hath not God 
shosen tho poor of this world, rich in faith and heirs 
of the kingdom? And what paid Pault—‘ God hath 
chosen the weak things of the world to confound 
the things which are mighty; and base things of 
the would, and things which are despised, hath God 
chosen, and things which sre not, to bring to 
ought things that are : that no flesh ahould glory in

Another provision kindly and divinoly eatab- 
Iuhed on behalf of the poor, in theo good. old 
was, though in the way of contrast, also 
recalled to our recellection om passing, one of these 
evhutan days, aharvest-fcld sthome. In. tocthed 
which, raking the stubbleland, gathered 
stalks of grain that the reapers had lett, 
‘we ww a custom which God forbade on the soil 


the fields, the glennings of the whole harvest for 
the exclusive uue of the poor; and thus all those 


stall nocemitias to dany 
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vineyard and with thy oliveyard.” God's care of 
‘bia poor, Tike = mother’s for her babe, axteaded 
even to what might be considered minute and 
‘trivial matters, The rich were forbidden to make 
‘say charge for money lent to » poor man; aad if 
‘bia necessities obliged him to pledge bed or gar 
suent, God tock care that he should not suffer for 
it, Manya poor wretch in our cities is left with his 
children to shiver through cold winter nighta, 
wile their blankets are locked up in the broker's 
store, Better care was taken of an unfortanate 
Teraelite, “In any case,” said the Lord, “thou 
shalt deliver him the pledge when the ea gocth 
down, that he may sleep in his own rament,” 

Stern and severe as wero nome axpects of the 
‘Mosaic law, it looked kindly upon poverty, ‘That 
aw treated it not ae a cnme, but as » misforkme 
deserving the tenderest compassion, And though 
‘not required to copy ita dotails, ought we not to 
preserve their spint ; and in deahng with honesb 
poverty, moet it in the bencvolont spint of the oom- 
mandment, “' If thy brother be waxon poor, and 
fallen in docay with theo, then thou shalt rebeve 
Inm, though ho be « stranger or a sojoumer, that 
he msy hve with theet” No man can read there 
old laws, ao full of tender cere and regard for the 
poor, without secing the point and feeling the power 
of the aportle's question, ‘ Whoso hath this world’s 
good, and secth hus brother in neod, and shattoth 
‘up his bowels of compassion from him, how dwell- 
eth the Jove of God inhim1" Lotus then, as John 
says, “not love in word, neither in tongue; bud 
‘in deed and in truth.” 

Observe hie judgments for the wrongs of the poor. 
—Thy holy cities are = wilderness, Zion in « wil- 
derness, Jerusalem » desolation; our holy ad out 
‘Deautiful house, where our fathers! praised theo, is 
‘burned up with fire; all our pleasant things are 
laid waste, 80 spake Isaiah, looking with pro- 
phetic eye on the future, whare he saw the gram 
g7ow rank on the city’s untrodden streets, and the 
fox looking out of the temple window, and antyra 
dancing in the holy place—the shrine ite 
lamp extinguished, and. the ashos of ite alter cold. 
And what dresdfal sins were those which broughs 
down such judgments on s guilty land—moving 
God to cast sway his people as » losthsome thing, 
and make them « byword, and a proverb, and & 
hinting on the earth {Sebbsth-breaking, idolatry, 
drunkenness, loose-living }—~Yes ; these, but others 
slso; wrongs inflicted on the poor, Heer how 
‘these bold and bearded prophets spesk—“The spoil, 
of the poor is in your honpes”—as it is, sow, fn 
every house where « fortune has been bulls on Waele 
rai, Again, “Yo grind the faows of the ecg,” 
—es is dome still, when sdvantoge ie tele of hin 
(he Isbonrer s fol day's wage 
fer tie day's week. Agel, “Thay bay tin poe 


for silver, and the needy for » pur of sboes,”— 
‘civ high treason committed nob 
agunst kings but aguast God and mao, yooder 
where, under the flag of Liberty with its breve 
motto, Ali men are born free, the hammer of the 
auchon-room knocks down men and women for 
wo many hundred dollars. These old preachers, 
amerting the sanchty and hberty of the pulmt, 
econed xt their nght, and wed st as 3 privilege, to 
proclaim from that place of truth the wrongs of the 
poor, and the judgment of ther oppressors, In- 
aptred of God, thoy were fearless of man. Hear how 
‘they spake to the tumes —* Is xt," they asked, 
sposking in thew Master's name, “ such « fast that 
have choseu—a day for s man to affhet his sool? 
to bow down hw head as a bulrush, to spread 
sackcloth and ashos under him? Wilt thou call 
‘thus s fast, and an acceptable day to the Lord? Is 
not thu tho faxt that I havo chosen? To loose the 
‘banda of wichodnoas, to undo the hoavy bardcns, 
and to let the opprassed go freo, and that ye break 
covery yoke? Is it not to deal thy bresd to the 
hungry, and to bring the poor that arc cast out into 
thy house” when thon wcst the maked, that thon 
<ovorbim, and that thon ind. not thy nelf fiom thine 
own flesh” This se not done Many of our poor 
go bungry and houseless 

Stretching themalves upon the couches, cat 
ang the Inmbs out of the flock, and the calves out of 
tho midst of tho stull, chanting to the sound of 
the viol, driaking wane sn bowls, snowting them 
eclves with the chief cuntments, and not gneved 
for the affliction of Joseph,—many, realmng ths 
‘voluptuous yrctare, loave the poor to herd in filthy 
dens , and out of houses not fit for human bengs, 
nob compatible with hoslth or deceney or virkue, 
come awarms of ragged, uncared for,and uneducated 
chuldren, to turn the tread mill, and foed the 
pron, It 1s not for us to scan tho ways of Prov 
dance, bubthe dying ochoes of past yudgmeuts sound 
wn solemn, may at be s famely warning. What 
hall be, soya the wwe man, w that which hath 
already been, The wrongs of the poor have sway 
of avenging themsclves, Neglected poverty may 
mae somo day ke the bhnd, strong man to pull 
down the prospenty and pillars of the land; and 
‘when no Joseph shall appear in providence to avert: 
the impending ov, a worse fotare may come then 
‘wan foreshadowed 1 royal dreams, whm, in visions 
‘of the night, Pharech saw the seven lean kine 
cat up the seven fat Is ie with judgments God 
‘arms himself, when he saya, ‘For the oppression of 
the poor, for the mghmg of tha needy, now will I 
‘tree, smth tho Lord.” See how, im this terrible 
mr*ct, he baa risen in thet land from whoge sborea 
Athutie waves are now watting the boom of csa- 
‘non to our own, ‘Would that sbors the row of 
‘thet faatnendal war, America beard the voice of 
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rebuke, sounding down from the threes of God 
‘Tadaing the heavy burdens, aod letting the op 
Premed go free, out of the broken fetters af eman- 
cipated slaves, let her make « 

‘to tarn sway the bolts of a righteous, roused, and 
sngry God! Then, m the besntafal words of the 
prophet, “‘shall ber hight break forth aa the more 
ang, end her health apnng forth speedily, and the 
glory of the Lord shall be her rear-ward, and her 
darkness aball be as the noon day—end she aball 
tbe like a watered garden, and lke # spring of 
water whose waters fal not” 

‘Observe how Jesus showed his care for the poor. 
—The poor, he sud, ys have always with you, and 
‘whenaoover ye will ye may do them 
ang n substance God's much older words, ‘The poor 
shall never cease out of the land ; therefore T com- 
mand thee, sxying, Thou sbalt open thy hand wide 
unto thy brother, to thy poor; sud to thy needy 
an tho land" Tow beautifolly ths Divine tenders 
‘ness to the poor comes ont wellng and warm, 10, 
the very terms applied to thom ; st u not af» 
‘man or woman—-but if a brother or eister be naked 
—thou shalt open thy hand wide unto thy drother, 

Th dualng with the poor we are not, bowaver, 
to put all over im the same boat—buddhng toge- 
ther the good and bad, virtue and vi0e, decent age 
and hoary sn m onr plans, as 1 done in our poor- 
hous ‘There a no hne of separstion between 
poer and peasant vo broad as divides the two classew 
ef the poor ‘There are God’s poor, whose caupe I, 
cluetly plead ‘These, reduced to want, brought +0 
suffering by no fault of theirs, have the strongest, 
‘at any rate the frst, clam on our compassion. 
‘There are the poor of providetos ; and = much 
more aumervus class, the poor of 
‘the dovil's poor, who, reaping as thay have sowed, 
and drmking 0s they have brewed, are suffering 
under these nghteons laws: “Hs becometh poor 
that dealeth with a slack hand" “If any will nob 
‘work, neither should he eat ;” “He that loveth 
pleasure shall bo a poor man.” Noss ere in some 
respocts, I admit, greater objects of compassion 
than theee, It ss prlanble to see the wrecks of 
comfort, an@ decency, and humamty, thet go drift- 
aug about our streets, How foul and forbidding 
vith the rags that vice has hung oa thelr beck, 
and the wolfith look that want has given their fuose! 
‘You many of tham ware ance beight and unuy 
cildren ; dandled on « father's knee; and sung #9 
sleep by kind mothers who, patting their little ine 
nocent hands together, taught their infant lips to 
pray. We are nct to loath them; nor will, if we 
‘remember that they cannot be #0 black or so bad 
sm our eyes as we were in God's when he gave up 
Inn dese Son to save'us. ‘Yet how - 
‘thay to be pitied 3 They have got to the daage of 
‘tase exp; an how bitter they are! Ting die 
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not look beck oa the past, witli ris recollections 
of early innopence, « virtuous home, and the vener- 
able smage of » mother or father, whose grey hairs 
they bronght mm sorrow to the grave, uor dare 
they look forward on the future, and unless rehgion 
coms to thou help what will they or can they 
do, but 'drmk to forget therr poverty, and remem 
her their musery no mare?” What elze are you to 
axpout of impety under muffermgs grater than 
wrung from Goda servant the ury, “Oh that my 
mother hw been my grove, whucfore cume I 
from the womb, that my daya shoul Lx. conmumed

woalth in heaven, and, touched by h,bts from an

‘unprotected by any natural munment Here, 
im former xgcs, the fu1ons element uved to hare 
full plsy, running up 1ta hugh stonn beaten tides all 
over the dutaict, ewcemny awsy whatever might 
‘oppose ats wrremstablo conral, mnundating conmder 
able portions of the coast, and leaving the country 
anastate of utter dosolation ‘The Zuydcreee, which 
ten contmies ago was only & amull ralind lake, 15 
now a large estuwy of the Nuth Sca of muxty o: 
soventy miles dametcx, thas showing the fearful 
effect of the xumeous imundstions of which thos 
orton of the low iands has been the soone The 
village of Pctten—which, 1 1 aad, dates from tho 
tames of Wilkbrord, who presched tho gospel 
There at the close of the seventh century—war 
several times swept away, and the mbabitants 
‘we1s compelled, from tune to tame, to retire, and to 
‘buld thar houses more landward, 40 much wo that 
the foundatons of old Petten arolymg buried under 
the boing waves, at a consideroble distance from 
the prasent village 

An carly as tho your 1418, our forefathers ab 
length began to try to pat = stop to tha devounng 
power of the sea, by fencing an the whole coast, 
from Petten down to the Helder, with three rows 
of poles © ‘Thus enterprise, however, proved. unse- 
tafactory, and the gigantee tack was then under: 
taken of raumng three dykes of clay sad earth, 
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which on their backs waro broad qsough to allow: 
‘two cartinges to pase abreast ‘These dykes were 


afterwards made broader and higher still, vo that Yet, 


they have formed s mufitent bulwark sings, end 
delivered the country from the miseries of sn in‘ 
undation for upwards of three centurist, 

‘Numerous villages and towns bave risen bebind 
the shelter of thad admirable battlement ; aod 
at present thr: portion of North Holland is ons 
of tho most thriving districts, covored with far- 
tile meadows, intersected with forthung canals, 
and teeming with well-to-do farms, in which the 
industrious hands af thousmnds of people mould 
‘those round-shaped red-coloured chowace, which are 
carried to the cart and tho west, and form a tit-bit 
at the monls of many an Engluh houechold, Of 
‘this abundantly productive durteict, the clean and 
Joeturesquo town of Allman, a place of somo ten 
thousand inhabitants, is the chiaf staplo mart. 
From x6 not Jess than 4000 tons af cheese are cx- 
portod annually, and on market-days there ina 
Yuatlo and liveliness rm sh scarcely oqnallol by any 
other town in the kingdoms. Wiion looking at these 
busy crowds, one oan hardly reahzo tho ules that ell 
those lives, together with tho hvow ot tens of thou- 
wands who popalate the country placus, entucly 
depend, bumonly speakimg, upon thee ninow 
staspes of heaped-up olay amd mud, that stand be 
‘tween them. and the bottomless abym, And yot 
nothing short of that is trac. It ia said that tho 
top of the spite af Alkman is on x level with ihe 
back of the Wakerdyke, 

‘The Waker is the chief and foremosb of the throc 
iondsbouschen-dykes. 1b stande close to tho wea, 
and runs from Petten to Kamperdown, neat 
Helder, It is called the Waker becanse i ,nsver has 
‘® momont’s rest, since it in bath day aad night in 
combat with ity enemy the son, Aa the sokdjar who 
atanda on guard in from of the enemy never allows 
his eyes a moment's alecp, ao thin dyke db comtina- 
ally on the watch against itn treacherous and 
powetfal adversary, And as» soldier, it w well 
r with on impenetrable shield and barnesa, 
Tta Hida, sloping off towards the sa, is paved all 
ovanwith large granite-blocks, on which the boil- 
ing breakers apend their furious violence in vain. 

South from the Waker extends the eocond dyke. 
‘Belong sheltered by ite companion, end being leas 
accesible to the attacks of the enemy, it may take 
ite nap, and indulge » loose slumber; hance its 


name, the Dreamer. 

‘The qiaitd dyke, which lies more landward still, 
uly seven as a reserve ix the evend of the other 
‘twa giving wey, It is permitted fall} toMake ity 
rest, dince its services hive not once been required, 
for upwards of three oecturies, Of course it bes 
‘got into the habit of sleeping away day and night, 
40 that is rightly beaze the name of Sleeper. 


‘Thus Holland's shore ia shielded against the 
freaks of ite restless and. jing meighboor. 
i ing the alartasen of ‘the Waker, 
and the readiness of the Dreamer and Sleeper to 
be on tho qui vive at the tiet niga of alarin, Hol- 
land somotinies has been in greater Gangét than its 
waking, droaqung, and elstping population were 
aware of, ‘The strongest and most fearful ally of 
‘the son, im tts war against the Jnnd, is the north- 
west wind, which dashes the foaming waves ix a 
vertical diruction ogatnw tha dyke. Btill the dykeia 
clovated enough to kéep its send above the rwelling 
tide. But when st so linppeos thet o Hnvelosce 
Blows from the noi th-weet at tha some time as Che 
epring-tule rusce tho sca abors it woual haght, 
thonamost critival moment comcator North Hollasd. 
‘The finous clement swollen to an wlarming pitch, 
and lished up by the ragmg storm, throws all ita 
violeuce upon the quvernng Wakes, aml sising 
from minute to minwte, threstens 49 rush over it 
ab length, and make an easy prey of the other 
dykes. ‘Tho same calamity is to bo expected if 
tho waves, ih thelr restive dosing and boating, 
maovodl in washing out ano of the granite blocks, 
No time is to be lost thon in covering thet open 
spot with & framework of twisted twigs and cosmo 
wanvaa, for if such « placo fs lets unpratected, the 
‘waves in & moment wheel and whirl away the un- 
covered clay and mmd, and o bole is formed 
through which tha pressing element dashes down 
‘with all the vehemonce of te fary. We may thank 
God, however, that such critical moments are Tary 
rare in the history of eur country.
